His leason lor the 
shooting could not have been }e»toasy 
of my brother, as there was only a 
brotherly affection between us. I did not 
love Van Brunt, and would n«»er have 
kept bis company, only I was alraUl of 
him. He said he never cared for the 
law, and that there Is a reward offered 
lor him iu Canada for shooting a police- 
man. He also claimed to have fought a 
duel In Canada and showed the marks." 


Among Van Brunt's effects are found 


several leather masks and othor articles 
used by burglars, and it is now supposed 
he was concerned In a number of house-

that occurred last spring.

kindling of the flies Is a mystery, but it 
Is regarded 
as certain that they are ol 


malicious origin. 
Millions of acres of 


the finest grazing lands In the country, 
which a few days ago were covered with 
the heaviest and richest of grass, are 
now desolate, black, barren wastes. The 
area burned over extends from Vinita on 
the north to Muskogee on the south and 
on either side of the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas railroad as lar as the eye can see. 
Large numbers 
of cattle have 
been 


burned to death near Pryor creek, and 
many telegraph poles burned almost in 
two. 


When the fires were 8rst started about 


four days ago, the inhabitants of the 
sparsely settled region attempted to sub- 
due the flames, but were unable to do so. 
The matter of origin is to be investigated 
by the Indian agent at Vinita.

herds of cattle have been deprived of 
sustenance on their natural range, and 
will have to be driven elsewhere to avoid 
starving.

An ImDortant Insurance Decision- 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—A judgment for 


$1,101,496 29 In favor of Henry E. Rey- 
nolds and Georglana L. Reynolds against 
Joel Parker, receiver of the New Jersey 
Mutual life Insurance Company, has 
been docketed in the county clerk's of- 
fice on a transcript from Kings County. 
The plaintiffs In the case are the execu- 
tors of Moses Reynolds, who died five or 
six years ago. They brought action as 
policy-holders in the Hope Mutual Life 
Insurance Company in order to reach 
their share of the sum which the com- 
pany has deposited in the Insurance De- 
partment, according to the requirements 
of 
the 
statutes 
and also 
to set 


aside an agreement 
which the Hope 


Company had made with the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, by which the latter 
had reinsured its risks and received its 
assets in compensation. 
The plaintiffs 


brought action on their own behalf as 
well as on that of all other policy hold- 
ers of the Ilope Company, in the same 
position as themselves. 
The court gave 


a decree for the distribution of $100,000 
among the policy-holders, and referred 
the case to Hon. James W. Hustler. 
After hearing the evidence Referee Hust- 
ler decided that the agreement for rein- 
surance was void in law, and that the 
policy-holders of the Hope Company 
were entitled to reclaim from the New 
Jersey Mutual the value of the assets 
transferred, which is about $1,000,000. 
The New Jersey Mutual, meanwhile, had 
become bankrupt, and the judgment Is 
now given against Joel Parker, the re- 
ceiver of that company, who was ap- 
pointed by the Court of Chancery of the 
State of New Jersey. Parker will be 
compelled to pay to the policy-holders of 
the Hope Company a dividend on this 
judgment, ratably with the other cred- 
itors of the New Jersey Central.

The report reached Deoatur this morn- 


ing that there was a sensational necktie 
party at Monticllo last night, Henry 
Wildman, the 
wife-murderer, in jail 


awaiting trial, being the victim. On in- 
vestigation by wire, the RBPUB MOAN had 
the report confirmed, obtaining the fol- 
lowing particulars of the action of the 
Judge Lynch mob. 


Wildman was in the jail. At about one 


o'clock this norning a party ot 100 to 
150 masked men, on horseback snd in 
baggies, drove into Montioello, while the 
Sheriff and inhabitants of the town were 
asleep, and within fifteen minutes time 
they had Wildman out of the prison and 
hung up to a tree in the yard, perforating 
his dangling body with bullets. The jail 
is built of stone and brick, the brick part 
being near the entrance. The determined 
lynohers, who had come prepared to do 
quick work, used a heavy ram and with 
this they burst in the brick portion of the 
jail as quickly as possible, thus gaining 
an entrance and taking Wildman in 
charge before the authorities could in- 
terfere. The jail was entirely surrounded 
and tevery precaution taken to remain 
masters of the situation until the terrible 
work of the night was completed. 


It was done in the most expeditious 


manner. Wildman was given no time to 
talk back, and no attention was paid to 
his pitiful pleadings for mercy. He WHS 
hustled out ot 'he jail into the yard, the 
laady noose adjusted about his neck, the 
rope thrown over the limb of a conveni- 
ent tree, and in a twinkling the body of 
the murderer was dangling in the air, 
while the crack of the pistols that«sent 
the ten bullets into his body aroused the 
town and brought the people to the 
scene, only to find that the mob had dis- 
appeared and that Wildman had been 
lynched. 


The deed has caused no great excite- 


ment at Montioello. The lynching of 
Wildman had been threatened on several 
occasions, but it was not expected to be 
accomplished last night. 


The identity of the members of the 


mob cannot be learned and their names 
will forever remain a mystery. Our in- 
formant at Montioello says it is believed 
the mob came from Indiana, but it is 
quite likely that it was made up of resi- 
dents in the vicinity of Atwood where 
Mrs, Wildman was killed, 


To-day Coroner Barnes, of Bement, 


with the assistance of State's Attorney 
Hughes and a jury, is going through the 
form of holding an inquest on the body 
of Wildman. The verdict will be: "Came 
to his death at the hands of parties un- 
known." 


Wildman was B farmer residing in the 


southern part 
of Piatt 
county, near 


the 
town 
of 
Atwood. 
He 
was 


about 
45 
years of age, and very 


passionate. 
He was the owner of 300 


acres of land, bad a lot of stock, and 
when hung by the mob had 8800 on his 
person. He out his wife's throat at the 
family home July 2d of the present year, 
because she would not let him take 
charge of $12,000 that .had been left to 
her by the death of a relative. They had 
frequent disputes about the money, and 
the tragedy was tbe result. After killing 
his wife Wildman made desperate at- 
tempts to destroy his own life, splitting 
his tongue with the knife. He narrowly 
escaped lynching at the time, but it was 
thought he would die. However, he re- 
covered, and at the last term of the Piatt 
circuit court secured a continuance of his 
oaee. 
Perhaps he thought he would 


eventually escape just punishment, and 
for fear his hopes might be realized the 
mob took the case iu their own hands 
and hung him as described. 


Wildman leaves 'several children who 


will come into possession of all the prop- 
erty.

This man Duval is the prince of butchers 


I visited one of Ins butcher shops yesterday 
and it was like going into a paluco. The 
finish of the shop wius marble as u lute us that 
of the mines of Carraiu, and tho carded legs 
wlni'h upheld tile counters, Mere ol' brass 
which shono like gold. The pickled meats 
and calves heads were kept in a val legated 
marble fountain, and inputs ol all kiralsfroin 
tjie pig to'the ox, neatly dicssed, hung from 
great hooks on the shop u;d!s 
This shop is 


one ot the largest in Fans. 
It h us a score of 


salesmen in white dresses, and a well dressed 
lady takes the cash, as is tin 
< nslom in most 


ol tho large stores oi 1'ans. 
Jn Hie vundons 


there weie flowers, and some ol' (he beoi was 
mounled \vilh given 
The floor of f,he shop 


was almost tit to eat from, and all the meat 
looked tn sh and appetmng. 


But the United States la B great country, 
Paris is only a city, and the Halles Centralles 
are only oue of its marketing places. Paris 
drinks 100,000,000 gallons of wine yearly, and 
the average annual consumption of wine per 
head is about 100 quarts, or over a pint a day 
tor each man, woman and child.in the city. 


I took my. cofTea and rolls an hour earlier 


than usual one morning and paid'a visit to 
tho markets. 
Going down narrow side 


sti eets where tho bare headed women were 
busy cleaning in preparation for the day, I 
took u cardown the Eue de Rivoli, and soon 
found myself in one of the strangest and most 
bustling scenes of Paris. 
It was about 8 


o'clock and the wholesale market, which lasts 
until 9 a, in., was going on. 
In each of 


these great pavilions crowds of roughly 
dressed women and men were gathered about 
little pens where eatables were sold at auction. 
There were hundreds of chickens cleaned and 
dressed, thousands of rabbits in square, low 
baskets, tons of fish, and vegetables innumer- 
able. Each pavilion hod its special character, 
and [ watched first the selling of chickens. 
Tlie auctioneer, a sturdy Frenchman in a 
white apron, stood behind a counter, and at 
his side was a little white capped woman who 
was keeping the accounts and taking the cash. 


Around the outside of the box-like counter 


a few men and perhaps sixty women in wlnte 
caps, shawls and cheap dresses stood with 
eager calculating faces, and made their bids 
on the lots put up tor sale. The dressed chick- 
ens were brought on. great board crates, car- 
ried upon the heads of porters, about a half 
dozen cm each crate. This crate would bo 
laid down ou the counter, and the auctioneer 
would sell tho lot to the highest bidder. The 
sales were made very fast, a half minute only 
being taken to each lot, and fres'h half dozens 
of chickens would be laid down as tost as 
those sold were taken away. 
The porters 


wore brawny fellows in hats of heavy felt 
painted white and with brims about fourteen 
inches wide 
They in all cases carried the 


goods upon their heads, and they were dressed 
in the peasant costume of France. 


In another pavilion I saw live rabbits 


auctioned off in basket lots of about a dozen 
each, and m the meat markets sides of pork 
and quarters of beef were disposed of in the 
same way. The whole scone was one of 
rush, blood and bedlam. One could hardly 
hear his own voice, and the very air seemed 
mad with buying and selling. 
The fish 


market presented the same scenes, and the 
snails and frogs and other slimy things were 
jobbed off in lots. 
The butcher's porters 


looked worse than the most characteristic 
murderers of the stage 
They had white 


caps covered with blood, and carried their 
meat in some coses upon their heads 
Their 


api ons and white gowns were also bloody, 
and when I looked at them and the rough 
women of the markets the scenes of the 
French revolution appeared before my mental 
vision. 


Tho market women of France and of Paris 


were the most active of the revolutionists. 
They are still loud, noisy, coarse looking and 
beety. They form in large part the retail 
market dealers, and are said to be among the 
sharpest traders in the world.
